Narrow highw ay bottleneck mo­ 
tor exits from Chicago not only 
have slackened autom obile traffic 
but have put the brakes on subur­ 
ban growth, it w as disclosed yester­ 
day in the annual population sur­ 
vey of Chicagoland, tow ns made by 
S. W. Straus & Co.

The big annexaton program of 
the V illage of Palatine which called 
for the annexation of about 1000 
acres struck a sudden snag at the 
Board m eeting Monday night when 
the 
A nnexation 
Ordinance 
was 
presented. 
Although the annexa­ 
tion plan had been endorsed by the 
county court follow ing a court hear­ 
ing at which no objectors appear­ 
ed, a large 
number of property 
owners led by Fred G ussew ille, Mr. 
Freem an and Mr. Recht appeared 
before the board Monday evening 
and protested the passage o f the 
ordinance as they did not w ish to 
see their farm land within the vil­ 
lage lim its. 


Mr. R. Rem us made a powerful 
appeal on behalf of Mr. Freem an 
and Mr. G ussew ille citing the low 
price of farm products as com par­ 
ed with the high cost of local im ­ 
provem ents and higher taxes and 
asked the board to hold off the 
annexation until such tim e as these 
gentlem an had sold their farm s and 
som e 
subdivider desired to have 
property 
annexed. 
Many 
other 
property owners ow ning land w ith­ 
in the lim its of the proposed annex­ 
ation also protested 
against 
the 
passage of the ordinance, saying 
that they had had no notification 
of the court hearing and had not 
seen it advertised and knew’ noth­ 
ing about it. 


The 
representations of the ob­ 
jectors were so strong and so ably 
presented that sentim ent
